In one case a family of iiino wero drown 
cd, and iu another case twelve persons, 
the families of two bnitlii i',-, lost their 
lives. Had it not been for tho protnpii- 
tiidu of the authorities in sendiiigf up well 
e([uip|)cd boats nnd competent crews, the 
the di.-itniction of life would have boen 
fearfiil. Jfimdreds were rescued oil' the 
tops of trees, haysLaeks iiiid roofs* of 
houses. iS'uinbers aro almost Biarving, 
houseloss aud naked. Subscriplions for 
thoir relief are flowing in, and will do 
much to alleviate the distress. The 
schoonoi s Margaret, J, Ot, Ooloson, Oath- 
eriiio Hill and Lord of tho I'-les have 
bemi wreckoii on ilio coast, nnd several 
■seaiucii drowned, together with a pilot 
who endeavored tof spve the crew of the 
Margaret.

EXOITIKO ScEi\E DOIIING THE Su«RATT 

TniAi,.— The New York Tribune,, in its 
report of the proceedings at the trial of 
Surratt for "the nssassination of Lincoln, 
relates t!io following scene tluit oceurrcil 
during its proi^ross : — "Dr. McMillan 
gave a portion of liis tf.stiinony on Mon- 
day aftcnioon. Tliis witness is an Kng- 
lisli gentlomiin, nnd liekl tlio position of 
surgeon on board tlic English steamer 
Peruvian, on wliich vessel Surratt escaped 
from Aloiitreal uiuler the disguise of a 
Catholic priest. Wiiilo this witness was 
on the stand, the counsel for pri.soner 
commenced their taunting rcmurks as 
astial^ bnt this witness resented the in- 
soits. - He has felt very indignant over 
the reihorks of the prisoner's counsel , the 
other day, that the witnesses for the pro- 
secntioa were 'either now inmates of the 
Penitentiary, or would be soon,' and he 
told Jlr. Merrick, one of prisoner's coun- 
sel, that lie was 'a coward and a snenk.'" 
When llie Court openeil on the following 
day "prisoner's counsel look c.xccplioii to 
words used l)y Dr. McMillan while testi- 
fying on Monday. .Tii(l;;e Fisher rcpri- 
nianded the witness. Al the faniu time 
the Juilgc rciul the connsel for Uic de- 
fence a severe leeliire on the inaiiiier in 
which tlify liave been acting in their 
examination of witnesses since tiie trial 
began. The rebuke was severe in the 
extreme. When the Court adjourned a 
most extraordinary scene occurred. Jndgc 
Fiaher has been sufTering from an attack 
'of fever, and to day adjourned the Court 
earlier than usual. As Judge Fisher 
was going out uf the Court-room, Mr. 
Bradley, sr., iipproitched him and asked 
him to explain what he meant by censur- 
ing the counsel for the defence. Judge 
Fisher replied that he hud given all lla- 
explanation he intemled giviiiL^ and then 
passed on. Mi. Jjradley foUowi'd liiiii up 
mid eominen'je:! n^n,::; taiinliiiL; hiiiL^u.ii^e. 
Judge i"'islu;r roplicil lliut hu was sick 
and th.^t Mr. J5rddley knew where he 
lived and eoii'.d come lo his house. Mr. 
Bradley tlien shook his H it in the face of 
Judge Fisher and said if he were not sick 
he would compel him to explain on tlie 
spot. At this juiiclnre Judge Fisher 
tamed oa Bradley apd said, in elFoct, if 
he meant fight that ho was not too sick 
to settle the matter immediately. By 
this time several oflicers of the Court ap- 
pesiiod and [iiislicd the Judge into the 
Marslial'H room, Uo wns in the room 
Bcnrcely two luiniili.'s when he fell IVoin 
cxciteuuiiil uiid o.shiiiislioii. ,'\ir. iJrrui- 
lev, jr , liearini.^ of vrhat wus trunspiriiig, 
inado ui rush after Llslicr, and it wiia 
thought at the time thul he intended 
joining with his father iii the attack on 
llic Judge. Bui this was a inisiaki!, as 
the younger Bradley called on the Jniigo 
after ho Lad recovered and apologiz"d for 
his father, and explained that his own in. 
tention wag to prevent a quarrel. Hero 
the matter rests for the present. J iidge 
Fisher is very sitiK laia ovunuig, Wmi 
sYmptofMS of typhoid fever. The brutal 
attack on the Judge by Mr. Bradley is 
the theme of convorsiUion this ovouing, 
Every one condimna the act, and ospoc- 
Jdll/ as it woe bo uuproyoked."
